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STATEMENT ISSUED BY THE ARGENTINE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN 
RELATIONS ON THE QUESTIONS OF MILITARY SALES AND 

HUMAN RIGHTS 
(non official translation) 

The Secretary of State of the United States of America, in a declaration 
made before the Subcommittee of Foreign Operations of the Committee 
on Appropiations of the Senate, announced that the projected credit for 
military sales of his country to Argentina, was reduced due to concern 
for human rights. 

This action brought about :the attention of the Argentine Government, as 
it implies an interference in the internal affairs of our country, as well 
as ignorance of the Argentine reality. 

In this respect, the Ministry of Foreign Relations of Argentina deems 
’ it necessary to point out that no state, whatever its ideology or power,, 
has the right to assume the role of an international court' of justice by 
intervening in the domestic policy of another country. 

The fundamental respect for national sovereignty, main element for a 
peaceful and orderly world, underlies such statement. Consequently, 
all actions taken by a state, based on its own evaluation of the internal 
situation of another country, is a pitiful anomaly in the conduct of 
international affairs. 
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
